I feel that we have made some strides in the past year to- 
wards our many aims for the betterment of existing health 
conditions and the preservation of the future health of the 
community, especially of the school children. Quite a few 
defects have been corrected but there are many more to be 
done, it is to be hoped the coming summer will find many of 
them attended to. 

Many of the defective throats and eyes are handicapping 
the children so they are unable to get the entire benefit of 
their schooling. I am sure if parents realized this they would 
make a big effort to have them remedied. 

Last year, with the co-operation of the Neeburbar Club, 
we were able to supply hot lunches, at a minimum cost, to the 
children coming on school teams. Milk was also furnished 
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once a day during part of the year to all children who were 
10 per cent. underweight, if their parents were willing. 

Other treatment was given to underweight and anemic 
children and prizes offered by Dr. Hight for the boy and girl 
in the group making the best gain. It will be interesting to 
note that the prize winner among the boys gained eleven 
pounds, of the girls, nine pounds. Many other commendable 
gains were made showing that parents and children responded 
to the need. 

My greatest regret in regard to the rural schools is their 
inaccessibility, whieh: limits my visits and leaves much of the 
work for the teachers to carry out. 

I have been much encouraged to see that the outbreaks of 
contagious diseases have been ‘rapidly checked, owing to the 
co-operation of the parents, showing quite an improvement 
over the widespread whooping cough of last year. 

During the summer months clinics were held once a 
week for ty a an opportunity to have babies weighed, 
measured and otherwise compared with the “Better Babies’ 
Schedule.” This branch of the work will doubtless be con- 
tinued through the coming summer and it is to be hoped more 
mothers will avail themselves of the opportunity. 

I want to extend my gratitude to all who have helped in 
_any branch of the work and to make an appeal to every one 
who has it in their power to be of help in raising the health 
standard of the community.

From the two preceding paragraphs it will be seen 
that the training of teachers is good, and that the num- 
ber experimenting in their first work is high. It can al- 
so be seen that the wage rate is low and the canier at 
the end of the year alarmingly high. 
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- Too large a number of pupils are retarded. This also 
means doubling the per capita cost of schooling. With 
from 30 to 40 pupils per teacher it is a difficult task to 
leave necessary requirements and drill backward child- 
ren enough to bring them up to standard. And some 
could never be brought to standard. Every teacher in- 
cluding the Principal had a full schedule. Many of the 
children most needing help would go on the school team 
at4 P.M. To help them after school was impossible 
where the distance to their home made it necessary for 
them to ride. | 

Poor health, various epidemics, poor homes, negligence 
are all found in this loss by absence. One or two child- 
ren missing are scarcely discernible in a well filled room, 
but twenty rooms make a large total.

Through the courtesy of the Neeburban Club a hot 
lunch was served during the winter months to children 
who came on teams and ate a cold dinner. 

Milk was furnished to undernourished children. Care- 
ful records of weight were kept. Dr. Hight gave a care- 
ful study and much time to aenaemic children. Blood , 
tests were taken; and children weak and underdeveloped 
were given proper treatment by nurse and physician. © 
Miss Wheeler gave a fine series of talks to High School } 
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girls on the care of invalids, home nursing and hygiene. 
I cannot over-emphasize the faithfulness and efficient 
service of both nurse and physician. Work like this 
means a great reduction to our loss by absence, and a 
great increase in the ability of the children to work and 
to enjoy life. | 

The annual budget will be presented at the school 
meeting. ‘These facts should be borne in mind. 

The large number of teachers changing at the end of 
the year means breaking in new teachers and loss. It 
should and can be remedied. 

Some special teacher should have the task of working, 
in school time, with retarded pupils. 

Retardation cut down one half would save enough in 
dollars and cents to pay a larger salary than we now 
pay to any woman teacher. 

One other situation must be faced. Each year a small 
group oi children leave our HighSchool building in June 
and from two to three times as many children enter in 
the fall. The result is that we are rapidly crowding the 
upper building with pupils and crowding the program 
with subjects. 

We are nowforced to give shorter periods than can be 
safely given to secure the best results. We shall send 
forty children to the High School this fall. About 15 
will leave in June. We mention this situation because 
it may not be generally known, and because we shall be 
compelled to add at least one teacher to this school in 
order to give even a standard period of time.
